la connection with the horrors of the Chinese 
coolié traffic away back in the “fifties.” “ Uncle 
Jim” as the worthy “shellback” ix familiarly 
called, relates the following interesting yarn :~— 

“About the year 1858 or 1859 I remember: 
kicking about Hongkong, having left the clipper 
ship Flying Mist where Thad Been engaged 
from Frisco to Hongkong, ‘Desirous of getting 
back to the United States, and tio good chances 
offering, I' shipped as ‘quartermrster on the 
Messenger of New York, Captain Manton, then 
lying up the Cantor river at Whampoa. Havins 
heard considerable about coolie ships, I dreaded 
the, cruise; but I wanted to get home. I went 
up the river in a small stenamrr, passed through 
the Boca Tigre, and had a fine view of those 
remarkable ‘forts, where the Chinamen had 
{mbedded their guns in the rock so that they 
could.not hit any boat or vessel passing through, 
unless the vessel got in range of the guns. After 
about eight hours! sail, I was put on board the 
ship. She was of 2000 tons, built in early 
Californian days, and an extra fast sailor. 

“When I reached the deck, { found that there 
was no crew and only three other quartermasters, 
her full complement being eight, and she carried. 
when all the crew and officers were on board, 
about too men, A few coolies were on board, 
and my duty was to keep watch over them. The 
crew and remaining, officers came up from’ 
Hongkong, and the vessel was soon got ready . 
for sea, te ‘ : 
. “Then: the brokers began tn put the coolies 
on board.' Runners were sent out into the 
cauntry, and the coolies were obtained in any 
way possible. ‘Some were hired and some were 
stolen, A raid ‘would be made on some litle 
village, and a number of young men and boys 
would' be carried.off. The mandatin who was 
Governor of Canton made it a death penalty for 
anyone to steal a coclic, and he tried to sup- 
press the traffic, but the unprincipled Portuguese 
and renegade Chinamen weuld do almost any- 
thing for money, and ‘the penalty did not deter, 
them from man-stealing. megs , 

“The ship lay within gunshot of. the, shore, 
and one morning I saw quite a disturbance in 
town. Eight-of these man--teaters bad been 
caught in the act, and these cight men lest their 
heads, The heads wme stuck on poles asa 
warning to the coolie dealers. © . 

“Tn due time we pot on bowrd Goo coblies, 
andthe Captain went ta Canton to clear the 
ship. But the Governor, knowing that atrocious 
de-ds had been cominitted on boagl, and in 
obtaining the cooljes, came down with a Act of 


. men-of-war junks, and examitd the lot to sce if 


they were willing to go. After he had examined 
a few, he took them all.on. board of the junks, 
and carricd them to Canton, and we never saw: 
them again. 1] afterwards loarned that they were 
all put into the Imperial army to fight the Tai 
Ping rebels, y 
“We lay at Whampoa abou! two wezks longer, 
and had cullected about 500 more, when we heard 
that the Governor intended ta ma nother raid. 
So a small steamer was chartered and about 350 
put on board on a dark night, and’carried down 
the riverto Macao, They first'were. put into a 
small vessel called a lorcha, and thence.put into 
the ship Morway,’ The third mate and four of 
the crew, armed to the.teeth, took charge of the 
lorcha‘and went,with them. We were told to go 
carefully, and not to allow any one to hoard us. 
The next day the Governor came again, and 
found: that the birds had. all flown. Sceing 
that we could not get our cargo there,, we 
left’ for Macao, and on arriving fell in 
with the United States sloop-of-war Hartford. 
After a short stay here, word was given ona 
very dark night to get ready for sea, All of the 
officers were stationed on deck with pistols:and 
cutlasses. We were told to do as we were bid 
and ask no questions. Alllights were -put out, 
except a large lantern between decks, and perfect 
quiet remained on board. : 
, “About midnight, four dark objects were scen 
approaching thé ship. As they came nearer, a 
lantern was run ‘up to the ‘starboard mainyard 
arm, and was quickly answered by each lorcha 
showing a light over tht bow, The vesscls 
came alongside, and then we saw that their 
decks were crowded with’ coolies under a stron 
guard, They were quickly transferred on board 
and put into the hold. When the aun rose next 
morning, wo were just in sight of land, with 410 
coolies on board bound for Havana. 
“We went to work arranging-our cargo, They 
were all nimbered by atin medal hung from the 
neck by a cord; on one ‘side was 9 Chinese 
character} andon the other an English {nterpreta- 
tin. They were fed.on rice and fish; bread 
made of rice end flour was also given them, but 
it was so bard you could pitch it the length of 
the ship without ehcp it. Every precaution 
was taken to observe. cleanliness, but we lost 
thirty on the passage from disease. This wasa 
great deal less than the average on coolic ships; 
ing out of it, She 
wan paid so much a head for all landed, and the 


gross amount was $66,500, A high picket fence |. 


was built across the deck, behind: which stood 
the guards. The coolies were allowed to occupy 
the whole of the spar deck., All of the officers 
lived abaft this barricade, snd ‘every precaution 
was taken to prevent any uprising of the cooli 
and they were treated as well as circumstanc 
would permit, - All of the officers were armed, 

“For the first ten days everything went we! 
and the officers began to congratulate themselv: 
that there would be no trouble, But the devils 
‘were at work plotting their scheme. We had on 
‘board, as afterwards’ found, some twenty-five 
‘Ladrone pirates, who bad shipped as coolies with 
the express purpose of capturing the ship and 
turdering the crew, Jt .was their intention, in 
caso of success, to run the ship into some of the 
islinds:- fa the China sea, and fitting out her 
boats, go on a regular piratical cruise, killing all 
that would not join them. The ship was to be 
p:undered and then burned, as we learned from 
one of the prisoners after the fight. 

., "The pirates were: trying to. get as many of 
the coolles to: foin them au they could, so as to 
make success sure. . They made a perfect orga- 
nization, and the part each one was-to do inthe
